Shelbyville Editor Had 
Long Career Of Writing 

A shock to a wide circle of 
friends and aquaintances, and 
particularly to members of his 
profession — the Fourth Estate — 
in Kentucky, was the news of the 
sudden death of George Lee Wil- 
lis, Sr., editor-author of Shelby- 1 
ville, at his home, at Ninth and 
Clay Streets, at 5:45 p.m., Mon- 
day, in his eighty-sixth year. 

The deceased had spent 60 
years in newspaper work and in 
other writing, was a regular at- 
tendant at the meetings of the 
Kentucky Press Association when 
his health permitted. Until his 
retirement five years ago, he was 
an associate editor of The Shelby 
Sentinel, Shelbyville. He was a 
fearless writer, able, free, and 
frank. He didn't mince words in 
anything he wanted to say and 
ho was a clu.se student of Ken- 
tucky and National politics. At 
one time he was editor and part 
owner of The Shelby Record. He 
began hts professional career as 
a newspaper man on The Louis- 
ville Times in 1886. In 1889 he 
was in Frankfort as correspon- 
dent for the Courier Journal. 
Then, after four years, he be- 
came editor of The Frankfort 
Capital, a weekly paper, later 
went to Washington and, in ad- 
dition to serving as secretary to 
Congressman Harvey Helm, he, 
independently wrote a weekly 
column of political and other 
gossip for Kentucky newspapers. 

He was friendly with a win- 
1 ning personality, but he could 
weild a sharp pen if occasion re- 
quired. Mr. Willis was born on 
a farm near Simpsonville. He 
wrote a history of Shelby County 
and "A History of Kentucky 
Constitutional Convention s." 
Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Ruth 
Stanton Willis, daughter of Maj. 
Henry T. Stanton, former poet- 
laureate of Kentucky; and three 
daughters: Mrs. J. Stephen Wat- 
kins, Lexington; Mrs. Charlotte 
Gildart, Shelbyville; and Mrs. 
Garnett Radeliffe, Shelbyville. 
The funeral services were con- 
ducted Wednesday at 10:30 a.m., 
by the Rev. Wayne H. Bell. In- 
terment was in the Frankfort 
Cemetery.

Volunteer Firefighters Propose Rate 
Reduction Plan For County Areas 

The Volunteer Firefighters, organization of volunteer 
firemen in this county, are working on a program of coopera- 
tive protective effort that is calculated to justify a reduction 
of fire insurance rates throughout the area. They propose, 
as the first step, to so coordi- 



nate their forces between the 
Taylorsville and the Preston 
Street Roads to further re- 
duce the hazard in that area to 
secure a rate reduction there. 

This was revealed this week in 
a letter sent by Bill Rice, presi- I ™*}™.f 
dent of Volunteer Firefighters, 
to G. H. Parker, manager of Ken- 
tucky Inspection Bureau. The 
letter outlined the plan evolved 
by the Volunteers and requests 
the Bureau's consideration of 
specified reductions. 

In acknowledging the request 
of the Volunteers Parker stated

"Moses in the Wilderness," 
writing from Jackson to The 
Jeffersonian, August 8, 1908, de- 
clared there are "more good peo- 
ple in Jackson and Breathitt 
County than bad." In fact he 
thinks the "mountain people," 
generally, are wholesome and 
■eally "fine folks," when you 
:ome to know them — and — 
'they home to know you!" 

He had been through Morgan, 
Menifee, Powell and Breathitt 
Counties since writing his last 
letter to the paper. "Morgan," 
he says, "is, in many respects, 
of the best mountain counties, 
/as formerly the home of the 
Chief Justice of the Court of 
Appeals, Judge O'Rear. It is an 
ideal fruit-growing section. Men- 
ifee County has but little agri- 
cultural interests. The people 
there, as everywhere else in the 
mountains, have neglected their 
farms, such as they are, and have 
devoted their time to timber in- 
terests, using their money just 
to live on and feed their teams. 
We see men hauling ties, fash- 
oned by them at 30 cents each, 
when 10 ties make a load, and 
one load consumes the day. They 
receive their $3 a day for this 
work — enough to feed their 
teams if not themselves. Large

Any- 
way, these new-look clothes are 
almost dead-ringers for the very 
clothes we used to laugh at. And 
nothing so quickly opens up the 
subject of folklore as changing 
customs of dress. 

Humanity has always had its 
fling at what has just gone out of 
style. I suspect that Cain and 
Abel often chuckled over the old- 
fashioned customs of Adam and 
Eve. If they did not, they were 
the only children ever born who 
never found their elders funny. 
No matter how big a flourish at- 
tended the coming in of a new 
style, the same highly-advertised 
custom ultimately got a laugh. 
We children used to go up into 
the loft on rainy days and don 
hats and other saved-up treasures 
and have our version of satire 
for passing human customs. 
Only rarely did we laugh out- 
right at something new, even 
though it basically was as funny 
as anything we dug out of an old 
chest. What people do is proper; 
what they once did is comic. 
And what is any more comic than 
last year's styles? 

The funny thing about all this 
laughter is that a passing style 
may command great respect after 
a whole generation has gone by. 
What young bride would not feel 
flattered to wear her grand- 
mother's wedding dress? Who 
would object to being given the 
set of silverware or the glass- 



or China that Grandma 
used back in the middle of the 
last century? It would be almost 
too much to wish for. 

Once, years ago, two sistera 
from slightly up the creek came 
1. Sulphur Springs Church 
dressed in what scandalized all 
the older ladies and many of the 
men. The way they were dressed 
showed them to be tacky or 
daring or both. That is, they 
were not arrayed in the latest 
s, even according to Fidelity 
standards.

New clothes, 
long or short, give the wearer a 
sort of lift, a spiritual shot in the 
arm. Who cares whether the 
wearer looks like herself or like 
some poor child from up the 
creek whose mother did not know 
that dresses have changed in cut 
since Grandma came "out to Ken- 
tucky in a covered wagon"?

The Bible has very little to say 
about antediluvian civilization. Of 
that world before the flood, we ac- 
tually know very little.

One was a man who 
dwelt in tents and kept cattle and 
was the father of such as dwell in 
this fashion and follow this occupa- 
tion. Another was the father of 
those who make music on the harp 
and organ; the third, the father of 
skillful artisans in brass and iron 
(Genesis 4:20-22). Enoch built a 
city. Certainly, therefore, there was 
developed agriculture and city life 
with attendant trade and business. 
The art of music and the art of 
metal working indicate a high de- 
gree of culture. Ornaments, craftily 
devised, bespeak a development of 
art The use of Iron, of itself, indi- 
cates some progress in imnlements 
of peace and of war. But they were 
unable to build a culture which 
could last 

The book of Genesis tells us that 
"there were giants in the earth in 
those days" (Genesis 6:4). I think 
perhaps this means more than 
merely giants in size. There were 
possibly also those who were giants 
in intellectuality and in knowledge. 
But God sent a flood to destroy 
their civilization because hand in 
hand with skill and culture and 
wisdom went corruption and de- 
generacy and decay. 

The highest cultures have always 
been the moat corrupt The most 
advanced periods of architecture

racy and depravity.' God hast 
destroyed many civilizations and 
cultures since that in the early days 

n that He sent a flood to de- 
stroy all flesh upon the earth in 
the time of Noah— because the evil 
in man's heart was great, and all 
the imaginations of the thought of 
his heart only evil continually. 

We should not disparage cultural 
and artistic achievement; but these, 
apart from growth in spiritual mat- 
ters, fear of the Lord, and rever- 
ence for the God who made heaven 
and earth, have little value. Cer- 
tainly, we should seek in these days 
to develop skillful men, clever men, 
scholars, artists, and statesmen. 
This is a day when there are few 
giants in the earth. We need great 
men, but great men and great cul- 
ture never solve the problem of life 
and put an end to human suffering 
and sin. Our need in this day is to 
learn that "the fear of the Lord la 
the beginning of wisdom: and thai 
knowledge of the holy is under- 
standing" (Proverbs 9:10). Giants 
in the earth without God dwelling 
in their hearts by faith can bring 
calamity and destruction to a 
world. What we must have is not 
only the outward culture which 
comes from the development of 
skills and from physical and men- 
tal training but also culture of the 
soul and civilization of the heart.

Reports from Kentucky farm- 
s indicated that excellent crop 
. ospecls for 1048 improved and 
moved nearer to realization dur- 
July. Favorable "crop 
weather" prevailed throughout 
most of the Slate, booming the 
corn production forecast to a new 
modern high of 92,284,000 bush- 
els. The harvest of small grains 
progressed rather rapidly, near- 
ing completion for winter grains, 
with the exception of scattered 
local areas where harvesting was 
delayed due to excessive mois- 

If the present corn yield out- 
look is maintained, Kentucky will 
harvest the largest yield per acre 
in history. This favorable yield 
outlook may be attributed to a 
combination of factors, i. e., in- 
creased use of hybrid seed, in- 
creased rate of application and 
wider use of fertilizers, and the 
favorable crop season 
perienced to date.

There 45.000 new homes are going 
up this year, although the coun- 
try has only one-sixth the pop- 
ulation and wealth of France. 
This is aatonishing to French 
officials, according to an Ameri- 
can real estate man visiting 
France. When he told them 
about the vast building program 
in America, the comment was: 
"Ah, but you have dollars." 

No, that's not it. America has 
something more precious than 
dollars. We are blest with a sys- 
tem that makes possible the high- 
est living standards known to 
man. Our system lets each one 
of us work as hard as we please 
to make our dreams come true. 
We do not depend upon handouts 
from the State, nor do we wait 
for government to build us 
houses. In fact, a public housing 
bill, if passed by Congress, would 
do much to take us downhill — 
the way France has gone.

Baked Tomatoes — to use left- 

ovter meat and make use of 
plentiful tomatoes, use this recipe 
for variety — 6 large solid toma- 
toes, 1 cup choped cooked meat, 
2/3 cup dry bread crumbs, I 
tablespoons chopped onions, M 
teaspoon salt, 2 teaspoons melt- 
ed butter. Cut a thin slice from 
the stem end of unpeeled toma- 
toes; remove seed and some of 
the pulp. Mix pulp with the 
meat, onion, salt, and half the 
bread crumbs, and fill the tomato 
shells. Mix remainder of bread 
crumbs with the butter, sprinkle 
on top of tomatoes; and bake in 
a moderate oven (375 degrees F.) 
until tomatoes are tender (about 
40 minutes). Serve while hot. 
Corn may be substituted for the 
meat and peppers for the toma- 
toes — so you see, this recipe 
may be used to take care of 
more of the abundant vegetables.

cold frames. 

Seed-sowing time is in August, 
and for the seedling bed a space 
should be chosen that is shaded 
after 11 a.m. When the seed- 
lings have from two to four 
true leaves they should be set in 
the frame in soil well enriched 
with poultry manure, spaced 
eight inches square. If the frame 
is in the sun, a shade should be 
made of a tobacco canvas or a 
"broken" shade of tree-trim 
mings and the like. Systematic 
watering should be done to push 
the seedlings all possible. 

Late in September, the frame 
should be covered nights but 
opened daytimes and, when day 
temperatures drop to about 50 
degrees, kept covered except for 
an hour about noon, to admit 
fresh air. If New York or Im- 
perial is the variety used, there 
will be usable heads starting 
about eight weeks after seeding, 
depending on huw cold-resistant 
the frame is built, up to Thanks- 
giving.

TO SOW ALFALFA 

Sowing 10 to 12 pounds of al- 
falfa seed to the acre is recom- 
mended by the College of Agri- 
culture and Home Economics, 
University of Kentucky. Higher 
rates are often used, but more 
than 15 pounds U more than 
necessary if seeding conditions 
are right. 

Alfalfa may be seeded through 
August, or even later under cer- 
tain conditions. When seeded in 
September it should be sown 
with small grain. 

Proper condition of the seed- 
bed is important, the college 
points out. It should be firm, and 
yet the surface should permit 
shallow covering of the seed.
